sonably hot for February, so hot that 


everybody is aware of it and making efforts to 
keep cool, even on the ships at anchor in the 


bay. 
Passenger? on the W ard liner. City ol W ash­ 
ington, are wearing summer clothes and imbib­ 
ing summer drinks. 
Officers and crew of the 
nearby warships, the Alfonso X U of the Span­ 
ish navy and the Maine of the American, are 
taking their own measures to escape the humid 


heat. 
Captain Sigsbee of the Maine has taken oft 
his blouse and is wearing a thin civilian coat. 
Members of the crew are finding quite sufficient 
for comfort and decency a single garment, a 
pair of trousers, as they lounge oft duty just 


before turning in for the night. 
It is precisely 9 o’clock. The Maine’s cap­ 
tain, seated in his quarters, has finished a few 
minutes ago a report to the assistant secretary 
of the navy, M r. Theodore Roosevelt, on the 
advisability of continuing to place torpedo tubes 


on board cruisers and battleships. 
And now Captain Sigsbee has turned to a 


more difficult task. 
H e is writing a letter to 
his wife, trying to explain and palliate his out­ 
rageous crime of carrying in his pocket for 10 
months a letter for Mrs. Sigsbee. entrusted to 
him for delivery, by one of her intimate friends.

IN D IN G himself in such a jam, the cap­ 


tain looked up from his task in some re­ 
lief as the musical notes of "taps’* began to 
sound, at just 10 minutes after 9. 
“ 1 laid down my pen to listen to the notes 
of the bugle,” he writes, “ which were singu­ 
larly beautiful in the oppressive stillness of the 
night 
The marine bugler, Newton, who was 
rather given to fanciful effects, was evidently 
doing his best. 
During his pauses, the echoes 
floated back to the ship with singular distinct­ 
ness. repeating the strains of the bugle fully and 
exactly. A half hour later, Newton was dead.” 
A t 9 :40 o’clock, there was no sound on 
shipboard save the hum of the dynamos, and, 
in the captain’s cabin, the slight rattling of 
paper as he folded his apologetic letter to his 
wife and started to place it in its envelope. 
At 
that second, precisely, there came, with most 
infernal roar and clatter, the end of the world, 
for nearly the entire crew of the Maine. 


W h at had been, at 20 minutes before 10, 


a powerful battleship and a vigorous crew, be­ 
came a few seconds later a flaming, roanng 
chaos of twisted metal and tortured human 
flesh. 
Out of a crew of 328, only 16 escaped 
injury; 260 were killed. 
“ Very few are now recognizable,” Captain 
Sigsbee wrote later. 
“ Even in the case of some

of those who are hurt, but live, recog­ 


nition is difficult.“ 
During the war which came not long 
afterward, the United States navy suf­ 
fered the loss in conflict of 1 7 men al­ 
together; 
approximately 
one-fifteenth 
the number blasted from sleep into death 
by this monstrous peace-time catastrophe.

S I G S B E E groped his 


way toward the main deck, in the 
sudden 
darkness 
which 
followed 
the 
shattering of the dynamos, and collided 
violently with somebody who proved to 
be his orderly. 
In strict accord with 
naval etiquette, the orderly apologized; 
then gravely announced that the ship 
had been blown up and was sinking. 


They scrambled to the main deck, 
then, as the ship sank, went on to the 
poop deck, which was soon close to the 
water line. 
A fire broke out amidships, 
and spare ammunition began exploding, 
and continued to do so till 2 o’clock the 


next morning. 
Meanwhile rescue boats for the sailors, strug­ 
gling in the surrounding water, pul out from 
the sinking Maine and also from the nearby 
vessels, including the Spanish warship and the 
W ard liner. City of Washington.

showed

could be done, and as a major explosion of the 
ammunition in the forward 
10-inch magazine 
seemed imminent, the survivors stepped o 
this 
upper deck directly into a small boat alongside 
and were rowed to safety aboard the City of 


W ashington. 


Here Captain Sigsbee drafted a telegram, 
on the ship’s stationery, to the secretary of the 


navy. 
It read;

T 2 o’clock the next morn­ 


ing, 
Wednesday,

ary 16, Captain Sigsbee turned 
in to get a few winks of sleep 
before the hectic day that he 
knew was ahead of him.

city of Washington, a member 
of the household of 
John D. 
Long, secretary of the navy, 
was knocking softly on the bed­ 
room door of that official. 


After

apology, the secretary received 
and read an astonishing tele­ 
gram, the one quoted above, 


from Captain Sigsbee. 
Lhough Secretary Long 
may have been halt asleep at the beginning, at 
the conclusion of his reading he was more than 
wide awake.

r p H E bold and stubborn methods of hu prt* 


*- 
decessor, Cleveland, did 
not appeal to 
M cKinley’s prudence. 
Moreover, public opin­ 
ion had moved a long way toward readiness for 
war since Cleveland’s time, thanks largely to 
the unceasing and sensational efforts of certain 


newspapers. 
The Maine incident was only the latest in a 
long series of outrages on the part of Spain 
which had been elaborately exploited by the 
sensational press during the preceding months. 
The Spanish ambassador, de Lome, had writ­ 
ten. in strict privacy, a letter to a friend, in 
which he said 
very 
uncomplimentary 
things 
about President McKinley. 
His letter contain­ 
ing these remarks was stolen and printed. 


Still more lurid was the CUneios rescue. 
Senonta Evangelina Cisneros, daughter of an 
insurgent, was kept in a Cuban jail by the 
Spaniards for thoroughly improper reasons, so 
it was said by the New York Journal. 
After 
much plotting, a representative of this crusad­ 
ing American newspaper broke into the jail 
where the “ Cuban G irl M artyr” was languish­ 
ing and lifted her out, smuggled her aboard an 
American steamer, and displayed her widely 
as Exhibit A of Spanish infamy.

G irl 
M artyr" was given a huge reception in M adi­ 


son Square Garden, New York. 
P 
E R H A P S the prize, however, for provoca­ 


tive sensationalism should go to the affair 
of the lady passengers on the American steam­ 
ship Olivette. 
A dispatch from Richard Hard­ 
ing Davis, the journal’s Havana correspondent, 
was published under the heading, 
"Does Our 
Flag Protect W om en?" 
The story told how, just as the Olivette was 
about to leave Havana for the United States, 
she was boarded by Spanish police officers who 
insisted upon searching the person» of three 
young Cuban ladies, <uspected of carrying in­ 
surgent dispatches. 
A half-page drawing, by the famous Fred­ 
eric Remington, showed the shameless Spanish 
officials conducting their search while a sus­ 
pected young lady stood lie lore them stripped 
of all her clothes. 
America was shocked. 
It is just here that the Journal’s deadly nvai 
in jingoistic sensationalism, the World, enters 
the story. 
It obtained trom one of the young iadies • 
flat denial of the alleged improper seaiching, 
¿\nd finally forced the Journal to back down, 
The story, nevertheless, attracted vastly more 
attention than its dental, and helped along the 
rising tide of hostility toward Spain, 


It was this rising tide that filled President 
M cKinley with dismay, as he heard of the 
Maine’s destruction. 
A visitor who conferred 
with McKinley that evening remarked that he 
had "never before seen the piesident in so se­ 
rious a mood nor so careworn in appearance.” 
The war was looming, and now he could not 
stop it.
